event, wherein the first description perspective is one of a perspective of a first individual in the 
event, a perspective of a second individual in the event, and a narration of the event; 

receiving the user selection of the first description perspective of the event; 

presenting the event based on the accessed data; and 

presenting a first description of the event according to the user selection of the first 
description perspective of the event.
